"Now it is different and herein lies the 
explanation of our trouble in m athem at­ 
ics and science which scholarships f o r 
College will affect very little. 
"Only the nonpublic schools stuck to the 
above program of basic education. To 
show the public approval private and 
church - related schools grew at the rate 
of 106 per cent in the past 20 years while 
public - school enrollments increased only 
31 per cent The nonpublic schools have 
produced a normal number of m athem a­ 
tic inns and scientists. Many but not all 
public .schools by any means departed 
sharply from the basic educational m a­ 
terial reduced the time for or eliminated 
entirely some of these basic courses in fa­ 
vor of progressive educational material 
such as s o c i a l adjustment sociology 
home economies bird watching nat U te 


study field trips and so forth 
“Failures in scholarship and discipline 
followed as night the day. Juvenile delin­ 
quency outside the classrooms naturally 
followed. 
“Too many pupils were taught the fun 
courses the easy courses — coeducation­ 
al classes in cooking. 
“Until we teach the subjects thai make 
scholars offering federal scholarships ig­ 
nores the real problem. This is typical of 
the political materialistic approach. 
Its only offer of a cure is a demand for 
more and more money. It lacks capacity 
to go to the substance of the cure for in­ 
effective education Indeed the proposal 
will throH another imbalance into the ed­ 
ucational system which the first big feder­ 
al aid program created that is the em­ 
phasis for easy money from the federal 
government overemphasized vocational 
education — manual arts, boatmaki n g. 
furniture making, cooking, housekeeping, 
dressmaking and the like. 
“Instead of correcting the weakness of 
our own education what have the Nation­ 
al Education Association and the United 
States Office of Education in particular 
done1 
"They have b u i I t up a kind of myth­ 
ology about the public schools all over 
this country by means of radio television 
speeches news releases 
and magazine 
articles. The public has been deceived for 
a long period to believe that: 
"Class sizes are rapidly increasing and 
schools are vastly overcrowded; teachers 
are so badly underpaid that they are quit­ 
ting in droves; classroom construction is 
not keeping up with increasing enroll­ 
ments; the source of our educational 
trouble is "not enough money”. C o n g . 
Gwinn then combats this with official gov­ 
ernment statistics and tables of figures of 
authentic origin plus many surveys to 
which he refers. He declares "Each of 
these claims—and you have seen or heard 
of them many times—are false. It must 
be a fact that the monopolistic forces in 
education; our principal sources of infor­ 
mation about our nationwide education 
system are more to be feared than the 
nationwide labor monopolies. I will prove 
this to you now'. 
"Between lt*00 and 1957 national income 
multiplied 24 times Public school expen­ 
ditures multiplied — in current dollars— 
60 times. 
"The population of the United States 
grew 126 per cent. Public school enroll­ 
ment grew 116 per cent. 
^ 
"So while school enrollment grew more 
slowly than the population school costs 
multiplied 2Mi times faster than national 
income. 
If we convert school expenditures in 
1900 into 1957 dollars we find they multi­ 
plied 16 6 times while school enrollment 
multiplied 2.2 times. 
"So we are now spending seven times 
as much per pupil — in constant dollars— 
as we did at the start of the 20th century. 
Are the children learning seven times as 
much? Obviously not. The indications are 
that they are learning less than they did 
a half a century ago.”

Garment Workers Eye 3-Year Pact 


NEW YORK (lh—Negotiator;* for 
dress manufacturers and 
105,000 
striking garment workers reached 
agreement Tuesday on a new three 
year contract. 
Subject to ratification by 
both 
sides, the pact restores peace to 
the industry — New York City’s 
largest — after the f i r s t major 
walkout in 25 years. 
The wage

rn i m pit cent package increase. 


including 8 per cent for higher 
wages and overtime 
for 
piece 
workers after 35 hours a week. 
Prestrike wages averaged $2.10 
an hour in New York City, where 
bo,OOO of the strikers worked, and

New York gangs always have 
bern organized by the newest 
element in the population. The 
notorious Five Points Gang of 
Horatio Alger’s time or the Hell s 
Kitchen Gang half a century ago 
was composed principally of the 
Irish. The Gas House and the 
Car Barn Gangs were Irish, the 
latter with .some Germans There 
are no Irish or German gangs in 
New York today, just as the Jew­ 
ish and Italian gangs are disap­ 
pearing. These immigrant popu­ 
lations have been to a lesser or 
greater degree assimilated a n d 
integrated, to use fancy terms for 
a normal process of older gener­ 
ations dying off and the newer 
generations seeking to be l i k e 
everybody else. 
The newer population in our 
big cities, particularly in N e w 
York, is Negro and Puerto Rican. 
.he latter have a particularly dlf 
ficult time because Puerto Ric­ 
ans do not regard themselves as 
Negro and reject the secondary 
status which is the lot of the 
American Negro in northern big 
cities. The Puerto Ricans resent 
the racial discrimination and the 
fact that they are unwanted ex­ 
cept on election day when the 
politician! need their votes. 
Because politicians are anxious 
to avoid offending voters, they do 
not tear this gang problem him 
estly. They avoid saying t h a t 
gangs are generally made up of 
persons of the same racial, relig 
iou* or neighborhood affiliations. 
The present gangs in New York 
are principally Negro and Puerto 
Rican, with a few whites inter­ 
mingled by geographic accident. 
The essential d i f f erencc be 
tween present gangs and those of 
the prohibition era or half a > v. - 
tury ago or a century ago is that 
the age of the gangsters continues 
to br* younger. J. Edgar Hoover 
has. for many years, been calling 
attention to the fact that the 
criminal* of the I’nited States 
are constantly growing younger. 
These boys and girl* do not get 
a chance to lie decent. When a 
boy of ll commits murder, it is 
a pitiful spectacle.

The people of Perry Township 


b o w have double fire protection— 
from the Concord-Green Township 
f ire Department at Staunton and 
♦Le Greenfield Fire Department at 
Greenfield. 
The Perry Township trustees an­ 
nounced today that a contract has 
been signed with the Concord * 
Green Township Department f o r 
fire protection. It is for one year, 
with an option for two more and 
the privilege of renewal. 
The charge is $200 a year, plus 
$23 lo* each piece of equipment 
used on a call, plus $5 per man 
for the first hour and $2.50 per 
man for each additional h o u r 
thereafter. 
The contract with the Greenfield 
Fire Department, which continues 
in effect, calls for a flat $600 a 
year. 
Robert McFadden, the clerk of 
the Green Township Board of Trus­ 
tees, explained that the two fire 
bepartments-Greenfield and Con­ 
cord-Green—have a mutual a id 
agreem ent, under which either may i 
call on the other to answer a call, I 
depending on w'hich is the closer., 


the township and that the Green- 
field Department can provide pro­ 
tection for the southern portion. 
The people of the township last 
November voted « special f i re 
protection levy of five-tenths of 
a mill for five years to pay for 
t.ie service. It is calculated to 
yield around $l,(MNl a year. 
Although there is a difference in 
tho cost of the service by the two 
der -rtments, this will make no dif­ 
ference to those who use it be­ 
cause the township bear.* all the 
expenses, McFadden said. He ex­ 
plained that the extra charge for 
equipment and firemen provided by 
the Concord-Green D e p a r tment 
contract is paid by the tow! ship 
and not by the owner of the prop­ 
erty to which the run is made. 
McFadden said the trustees feel 
that “everything will work out all 
right, unless the “extras” for calls 
.i.ade by the Concord-Green De­ 
partment exhaust the fire protec­ 
tion fund.” In that case, he com­ 
mented, “ we probably would have 
to ask for more tax money.”

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The Fashion Forecast.... 
For Easter Fashion 


Fashion for every season seems to evolve through a set pattern 


There is the initial shock as the European houses of couturiere in­ 


troduce their new lines, each with the flat announcement that this is 


the thing which all will wear. This is followed by a great deal of con­ 


troversy among the domestic designers. 


White alt of this Is taking place, the millions of women who 


are to purchase and wear this apparel, laugh . . . wonder a bit 


and reject . . . and reject . . . and reject. 
From these three segments, our merchants make their selections 


as to just what it is that women of good fashion sense w ill accept as 


their own. It seems to be a very fine arrangement as customarily each 


season, through this method, apparel - - new, distinctive and flattering 


- - seems to emerge.

T H I S S P R I N G is no different than any other in that respect. Des­ 


pite the controversy over the sack or chemise look and the satirical 


treatment it has received almost universally, it has evolved from a 


balloon like caricature to a very modified new line. It will be the 


really new look for Spring and surprisingly, they are most flattering. 


A word of caution though. These garments have little or no hang­ 
er appeal and may only be judged on the figure. 


Those models which are to be popular here in Washington C. 


H.t while loose, are shaped to follow the natural line of the body. 


The majority of them come with a belt, which may be worn by 


the conservative woman. 


However, this belt is an auxiliary and not needed as adornment 


for the gown. No exaggeration or unnecessary fullness about the waist­ 


line or hips was noted in the dresses shown locally. However, the nar­ 


rowed hemline was apparent in the majority. 


Although it would be concluded from fashion notes coming out 
of New York or Paris that the loose fitting sack in all of its variations 
is the only look for spring, nothing could be farther from the truth 
Like any rather extreme style line, this is not going to be becoming 
to every woman. 


Sheaths are going to be every bit as good this spring as they were 
in the fall. However, a great many of these are offered with the hip 
length matching jacket, which is quite full at the armpits and tapers 
to a close fitting hem.

ON EITHER the chemise or the more conventional sheath, there 
is much collar interest. The strong 
nautical trend for 
this season 
causes the sailor collar to be shown in many variations. An exaggerat­ 
ed cowl neckline is particularly new and can be worn in many differ­ 
ent ways. 


Whether the garment be fitted or loose, 
most decorative 
touches are placed approximately six inches below the natural 
waistline. This sometimes takes the form of a belt or sash, meet­ 
ing In a bow or buckle. All interest at the natural waistline is 
minimized. 


While a much shorter skirt length is being advocated abroad, thir 
w ill not be generally accepted here. Rather, as in the past fall, the 
length of the skirt w ill be scaled to individual flattery.

THE COAT PICTURE follows much the same line as the dress. 
Coats are slimmer than they have been for several seasons and taper 
from natural shoulder lines to narrowed hems. The toppers are also 
la tiered to approximately 6 inches below the natural waistline. Many 


feature attached wide belts at the hemline or some other such inter­ 
est. 


There is a great deal of back emphasis in both type of outei gar­ 


ment. Many are gathered from a deep yoke at the back, falling in soli 
folds to the belted dropped waistband. 


N avy puts In an appearance everywhere this spring, with this 


one exception • 
• coats and toppers are In neutral greys and 


beiges. The grey never goes darker than smoke and the beige 


at Its deepest Is but sand. 


Separates follow again the basic fashion line. Skirts are slim, 


some even tapered. The blouses are blousons or overblouses. The roll 
up sleeve is holding strong The middle influence is most strongly ielt 
here. 


F O R A C T IV E S P O R T S W E A R the trend is away from the Ivy 


League styling of the past few seasons, although it will still be good 


fashion. The nautical influence is extremely strong . 
although equal­ 


ly as good is the Spanish influence . . . toreador pants trimmed lavish­ 


ly in braid. Shorts w ill be popular in all lengths, the Jamacian nat­ 
urally preferred for brisk Spring days. 


For all occasions, this will be a big year for cotton knit dresses, 
ensembles and separates. These range from the comfortable golfer 
to qude dressy ensembles, consisting of sheath dress and jacket. 


The majority of these arc hand washable and drip dry. although 
some of the more elaborate in styling w ill require dry cleaning As 
with all knits, these w ill make excellent travel dresses and w ill be 
easily packed for vacation wardrobes. 


T H E G E N E R A L I M P R E S S I O N gained from the viewing of mer­ 
chandise soon to be shown in Washington C. IL. was that styling would 
not be quite as extreme as anticipated. 


The chemise look is in evidence everywhere but to a very modi­ 
fied degree. Wearability and flattery have not been sacrificed in the 
interest of Ma new look.” 


While synthetic fabrics are much In evidence, more pure silk 
Is going to be shown this spring than it hat been In at least 20 
years. This naturally will make for a colorful season as no s y n ­ 
thetic will take a dye as will a natural fiber. 
In conjunction with this return to silk, there wdl be many out­ 
standing print dresses. The prints are rather large and splashy and 
the combination of colors most unusual. A combination of various 
shades of blue and green . . . prints composed of delicate pink and 
flashing flame. 


W H I T E P O L K A D O T S on Navy ground w ill have a tremendous 
season. These even carry into the accessory field to spark a basic 
navy or white ensemble. 


The fashion forecast for Spring would be incomplete without some 
reference to the citrus shades . . lime, lemon ice. orange iee. a sim­ 
ilar shade, apricot sherbet. 


While these are used frequently in solid color garments; they 
definitely predominate in spring jewelry and accessories. 


These colors are a perfect foil for the beige tones and pearl greys 
.. . 
and just that added accent needed for white later on. 


Despite the emphasis on 
modification, this Spring season of '58 
still emerges as an unusually outstanding season.
